The fourth and fifth public 

meetings will collect information needed to understand and address any health or safety 

concerns that may require Board action. This will include, but is not limited to, 

presentations by DOE and the National Nuclear Security Administration (NNSA) to 

explai,n their contract management and oversight initiatives and possibIy further 

presentations by Board staff 

The l3oard has identified several. key areas that will be examined in public 

meetings. The Board will explore in more depth the field application of Federal 

management and oversight pohcies being developed by DOE and NNSA for defense 

nuclear facilities. The Board will hear from NNSA Site Managers and Contractor General 

Managers during the December 3rd meeting and from DOE Environmental Management 

Site Managers and Contractor General Managers during the December 4th meeting. The 

information gathered till explore Federal contict management and oversight experience 

ad will provide relevant reference experience. The public hearkg portions are 

independently authorized by 42 U.S.C. $2286b.
